Regarding the next three, the only issue we have with your third choice (Salazar) is that there is a lot of 
white space, and LADOT notes that utility boxes that have had a lot of white space tend to get tagged 
more, and have higher maintenance requirements. 

Once you hear back from community on the final choices, we can submit to LADOT for final approval. 

I would also suggest having a "runner up" just in case.
